INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE INCREASE 

AFFECTS SENDING BULK ORDERS OVERSEAS 

AGE INCREA 

The US Post office raised their international rates this January to 
an outrageous fee. Whereas | used to be able to send about 50 
copies of Slug & Lettuce via surface mail for $8 or so, it’s now gone 
up to $25. Itdoesn’t make any sense to me and it seems as though 
this is one more way in which to further close down borders. 

The options | am left with are to send quantities of aprox. 20 
for the following rates: Canada - $5.60; Mexico - $7.50; Europe - 
$6.30; Aust/Japan - $6.65; South America & Asia - $8.10 (the 
maximum at this rate is 4 Ibs - which is aprox. 40 copies and the 
prices range from $8.80; $12.70; $11.10; $11.45 to $13.30) 

Personally - | think that is crazy - and too expensive. 

The other option is to send them via an M-Bag. This can take 
a very long time (up to 6 months!) and it must be for quantities of 
more like 100. For aprox $15-25 | can send 100 or so copies. The 
exact pricing and quantities will have to be weighted out - so this is 
an aproximation. What | am looking for now is people who are 
willing to be distributors for their country - to take Slug & Lettuce if 
volume and then send them out in smaller quantities with in the 
country you live in. And to figure out a way to split the postage fees.

playing and | was getting completely beaten, stepped on, and mauled by the 
other fifty punks who were struggling to stay on the stage, but it was perfect. 
| was furiously kicking and punching and shoving just to keep my place on 
stage cuz the whole place had exploded into flying arms and legs and 
mohawks and it seemed as if every single person in the place new the lyrics, 
new the music and had completely lost their minds all at once.C | know that 
| felt that way. It was like being transported by the music and the lyrics and 
the energy of it all to a place of pure anger and rage and righteous indignation 
over the crimes committed by the government and slaughterhouses and the 
ignorant masses. It was as if Conflict were able to put their finger right on 
exactly what was driving and fueling punk rock at that time. As | struggled to 
Stay on stage, | watched as Colin dropped to his hands and knees singing one 
of the songs from Increase The Pressure.CJ | began to dig my way out onto 
stage, climbing over a few people and getting a couple of good kicks in the ribs 
by people who were stage diving off of me into the pit.C | crawled out on the 
stage ori my hands and knees, heading straight towards Colin.C He looked up, 
sweat pouring down his contorted face, and he held the microphone out to 
me.C) I got to sing along, both of us getting damaged by the people going nuts 
on the stage, until | felt a pair of hands grab me around the waist and literally 
throw me off of the stage.C It was the stage security and why he picked on me 
when there were 49 other people who were doing serious damage to

My Mom came 
into the room and gently led me away from the kitchen wall.L) As | explained 
to her the situation between hysterical sobs and deep, shaky breaths, she 
came up with the absolute best idea in the whole word: quit my job.01 was 
so shocked that | actually stopped crying and just stared at her with my mouth 
hanging open.C) My Mother is the person who instilled a strong work ethic in 
me and to hear.her say | should just quit a job with no kind of notice was like 
hearing her say she decided to get a mohawk and pierce her eyebrow.

ATTITUDE PROBLEM 

There was a really interesting program on the television recently that | saw 
advertised in the TV guide. | don't often watch TV. | try and pick out and circle 
programs | do want to watch out of interest just so | don’t sit there all day. It’s 
easily done once those cathode rays start luring you in to its seductive charms 
of inducing apathy! Anyway, the BBC did a few programs on the subject of mental 
health and how living in today’s high-tech society seems to be affecting people's 
levels of patience and tolerance to what it was in the past. For instance, road-rage 
in the UK is now generally accepted as being part of everyday culture on the UKs 
roads. Becoming annoyed, aggravated, losing your temper and chasing after the 
person who has aggrieved you to cut them up in reply, break their car windows 
or physically assault them has seeped into most motorists consciousness as 


being part and parcel of the every day dangers facing the motorist as they drive — 


along our congested roads and motorways. This type of behavior has lead to 
some people being too afraid to gesture or indicate when someone really HAS cut 
them up and near enough killed them. You just never know. And I guess that's 
the scary bit about it all really, you never know. 

But why have we succumbed to this type of behavior? Why do we feel the 
need to scare and intimidate people? Why do people seem to have less tolerance 
than seemingly before? Do we have less tolerance than we did before? One of 
the theories presented was that as people we have lost control over our lives. 
Technology now has such a grasp over us that we can no longer independently 
function without its aid. When you actually analyze this you come to realize just 
HOW much we rely on technology and its time-saving devices to help us lead our 
‘normal’ daily routines, we have become'reliant upon speed and the efficiency 
of the devices we use to achieve the things we desire. From distilling money from 
cash machines; doors that open automatically, nuking our food in microwaves, 
sending e-mails, these are just a few examples of how technology has quickened 
the pace of our lives. We expect things to happen NOW! NOW Godammit!!! 

Yet not very often do we step back and question whether all these techno- 
logical ‘advances’ are really doing us any favors in the long run. We're too busy 
living now and we're too busy to think about it!! Itonly generally occurs to us what 
arat race we live in when we take time out going on vacation or going out camping 
away from all the gadgetry that invades our lives and makes us reliable onits uses 
whether we want half of it or not. 

Here in Britain when we were going throughthe fuel crisis in Autumn last year, 
within ONE week, all our supermarkets were selling out of food, petrol stations 
out of petrol, literally, everything was grinding to a halt. It was an anarchists 
dream! Chaos! Yet it was organized chaos. The fuel blockades that blocked the 
‘lungs’ of Britain and made it impossible for fuel to be transported from one part 
of the country to another was made impossible by the truck drivers and farmers 
who had organized and got off their arse to do something. The Labour 
government was THAT close to calling in the Army, But what could they do? 


community because they didn't have the fuel to drive to the out of town 
supermarket that sold everything and had wiped out all other business in the 
community of old. People began to question what had happened to the old baker, 
the local butcher, the local shops and communities that used to be part of most 
towns and villages in the UK. The speed of time, agriculture, corporations 
controlling our food habits, the LOSS OF CONTROL over our everyday normal 
lives was becoming evident and people were questioning how had we come into 
these circumstances. It was scary to feel how unprepared | was at facing up to 
a time when | wasn’t in control of my own life, how reliant | have become on 
outside agencies to provide my daily needs of survival and how we as a people 
have, or are losing, the skills to provide our own food, our own skills in other 
areas. How reliant we have become on just a few major supermarkets to feed 
us with all our basic necessities. 

We are allowing and not questioning what technology and progress can offer 
us. We remain silent to the powers that be eroding our skills and ability to survive. 
We have become sedate. Now in Britain, we are under another attack. This time 
with foot-and-mouth disease. Animal carcasses are being piled into pyres to be 
burnt to prevent the disease spreading and yet itis still continuing to infect more 
and more farms each day. Even un-infected animals are now being slaughtered 
so that they do get the disease!!! But is foot-and-moth spreading because we 
want things now! Even our meat (for those who do eat it!). For so long farmers 
have been encouraged by government and been too greedy themselves that they 
have embarked on short cut methods to feed their animals such as cows the swill 
and remains of other dead animals rather that on diets that they are naturally 
suited to. We tacitly support the live transport of animals around the country and 
across continents before they are slaughtered. We import animals from all 
around the world. We want that veal NOW! We want that steak NOW! We want 
that new leather garment NOW! Nothing can wait. Credit? No problem. Sign right 
here. We are moving so quickly in time that we are ona fast course for even more 
disasters in this world. Bush and his re-invented Reagan Star Wars program 
scares the shit out of me. How far do we go? How far are YOU prepared to go 
before you either sit back and allow atrocities in your own back yard to happen 
or get out there and work to provide an environment and lifestyle that is healthier 
for us all? It’s no good just being negative. We have to work and build on and 
believe in the positives. In permacutture, in working together, in transforming this 
DIY culture of records and zines into a DIY culture of grass roots activism. Sure 
the world can appear shit but it doesn’t mean you have to lie in it!!

ECOPUNK 


A lack of inspiration can be the most dangerous thing in a fellow’s life. 








Not only does the void start eroding initiative and motivation, the foundations of 
action, but it actually starts chipping away at the most vital of human emotions, 


hope. 


After a depressing year on the fringes of the North American eco/eft-activis/ 
anarchist scene, my hope was about to come crashing down in a torrential slide 
of stagnation, inefficacy and well, boredom. There is only so much time a person 
can put into a scene that never goes anywhere politically. | mean for crying out 
loud, although we politico-punks fancy ourselves well educated, moralist 
vanguards ready to change the world, we are the third generation of punks who 
engaged in ‘radical direct action’ and who thought protesting was the end all be 
all of the political septic tank. And guess what? As all the folks | used to do Food 
Not Bombs and anti-warvanti-bank protests with meandered off into more 
meaningful projects elsewhere, a new generation of young ideologues sprouted 
up inthe same exact spots. Their urban civilization centered, fragmented political 
views are once again filling the airwaves and telephone poles with more 
delusional rhetoric and hopeless idealism. After all, underneath the black clothes 
and bad haircuts, we punks are little different than Baptists or Catholics. None of 
us are willing to break from traditions, no matter how inane, repetitive and 
ineffective they might be (street demos and zine rants) nor are we willing to 
diverge from the intellectual ruts of our sermons. After all, just as the Baptists 
would be lost without Old Testament lessons from Eziekel and Bathoriza what 
would we do if we couldn't listen to’songs and read zine articles atiout how bad 
governments and pigs are, how animals shouldn't be tested on, meat not eaten, 
jobs not worked and how much deprogramming needs to be done? Like Baptists 
we would probably come to realize that most of what we believe and say is 
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bitter honkey ass inspired, amazed and educated over and over again on my 
travels. 

Sixteen days after | crept my way through the deserts of Chihuahua, 
Durango and Zacatecas, | found myself in a small village in Morelos. The 
pueblo was one of those tiny, isolated villages that no white person has seen 
in 50 years and accordingly was one of those places where the people have 
yet to learn to exploit or hate gringos. | was there with my buddy Paco (met 
him in a bar in Mexico state) to visit his ailing great-grandfather. ‘Mira cuate, 
the old man is a little crazy. A fanatic. Just nod when he talks and don't call 
him senor...’ 

We parked Paco's old chevy in front of a crumbling stone house and 
started hiking up a thin dirt trail. In the US, a trail like this would be listed in the 
Gore-tex nerds’ guidebooks as an ‘Extremely difficult hike.’ Its uneven, rocky 
curves snaked up into the foothills through the forms of massive maguey and 
nopale trees 20 feet high. My city scarred lungs cried and bumed as we 
struggled our way up the brown hills. A pair of barefoot old women carrying 
bundles of firewood larger than they passed us with a polite adios and 
disappeared in the distance. Just before the point | thought | was going to die 
from heat exhaustion and all the chemicals stuck in my lungs by that malicious 
motherfucker called Mexico City, the hills leveled off. We took a right at a big 
eucalyptus and followed another trail separating fields of maiz and nopale only 
to duck down a stream bed and up another draw. Paco stopped before a thin 
barbed wire fence and hollered out ‘Abuelo!!! Abuelo!!!’ 

Someone hollered back in super ranchero spanish | didn’t understand. A 
young woman came down and opened the gate for us. We followed her up to 
atiny adobe brick and mud house tucked into the side of a hill. A white haired 
old man with a huge moustache greeted us with a toothless smile. Like most 
of the campesinos of rural Morelos, he wore huarache sandals, simple 
trousers of rough cotton, and a large straw hat. Unlike the others, he wore a 
bleach white, starched shirt tucked into them. Paco kissed his cheeks. | 
accepted his handshake and retumed his smile. We followed him into the 
house and took seats on chairs of rough hewn logs. Paco and he discussed 
the health of various family members and the weather before the old man 
tumed to me. ‘What do you do?’ 

‘I climb and cut down trees.’ 

He nodded slowly. ‘Where do you live?’ 

‘In the mountains in a state called Oregon.’ 

‘Do you own an hacienda? (a big ranch)’ 

‘No, me and some friends own a tiny little farm.’ 

‘With friends? Like an ejido?(a collectively run piece of land)’ 

‘More or less, except the government doesn’t protect us. In fact, they are 
trying to fuck us.’ 

Paco gave me a disapproving look for my use of rude chilango spanish, 
but the old man just laughed. ‘I have some land too.’ he said, rising and 
motioning for me to follow him. Paco rolled his eyes and grudgingly rose. 

We walked outside into the harsh sun and up another thin trail. His eyes 
squinted, taking into account every plant, every bird, every cloud in the sky as 
we hoofed along the trail. Half a mile later, he led me into a small field bordered 
on three and a half sides by overgrown nopale and cholla. ‘This is my land.’ 
he said proudly. ‘I’ve been farming it every day for 82 years.’ 

‘82 years?’ | asked, not sure if | heard him right. ‘How old are you?’ 

He smiled even bigger. i’ just accomplished my 109th year last October.’

After all, underneath the black clothes 
and bad haircuts, we punks are little different than Baptists or Catholics. None of 
us are willing to break from traditions, no matter how inane, repetitive and 
ineffective they might be (street demos and zine rants) nor are we willing to 
diverge from the intellectual ruts of our sermons. After all, just as the Baptists 
would be lost without Old Testament lessons from Eziekel and Bathoriza what 
would we do if we couldn't listen to'songs and read zine articles atiout how bad 
governments and pigs are, how animals shouldn't be tested on, meat not eaten, 
jobs not worked and how much deprogramming needs to be done?

Prozac, in any prescription information book, is Depression, the very thing 
itis supposed to help cure. By 1993, over 1,000 suicides had actually been 
directly linked to the use of this drug. That’s just a little bit of frightening 
information for you to digest, now let me back up a little bit and focus on 
the natural health field... 

CAn over the counter dietary supplement called L- Tryptophan, whichis an 
essential amino acid, had been used and proven to be completely safe for 
over 25 years in the useClof treating depression, insomnia and other such 
disorders, until in 1989 over 5,000 people taking tryptophan became 
extremely ill with a rare disease called eosinophilia-myalgia syndrome 
(EMS).

1 In 1995, L-tryptophan was allowed to be sold on the market again, only 
as aPRESCRIPTION drug, and at5 times higher than the price of whatit was 
sold for as an over the counter supplement.C) As of 1995 the United States 
department of agriculture was still sanctioning the legal sale and use of 
tryptophan for use in bulk feed and for nutritional purposes for livestock, 
and is also available for veterinarians to use for horses and other pets.

is also so helpful in treating things like insomnia)

When do you keep the mash and throw away the spirits? When you're saving 
tomato seeds, that’s when. 

Were it not for the fact that the some of the frazzled seeds that | fermented last 
summer have already sprouted... they were about 1/16 inch high on the day of the 
winter solstice | would still be doubting it myself. 

The books say that fermenting the seeds kills bacteria on the seeds that attack 
the germinated seedlings. The instructions were to scoop out the pulpy mass of 
seeds into ajar, add enough water to cover and let them stand for about 3 days. The 
viable seeds, say the books, will sink. The bad ones will float. 

Oooookay. 

Ina strong display of faith in the written word, | did just that. 
| don’t know if the fermentation actually kills the bacteria, or if 
the smell just runs them off, but I'll tell you, a person could 
begin to appreciate the easy availability of store-bought seeds. 

On the third day | drained the seeds, as instructed, spread 
them on a plate and let them dry. They came out of the ordeal 
rather bleached and fuzzy looking. 

Wondering if | had done it right, | put a few into some soil 
to see if they were still any good. They sprouted just fine and 
the seedlings took off like little rockets. Then | waited til the 
middle of December and tried them out again. The sprouts are 
up and thriving. 

My confidence is up and thriving too, and since my 


to well, | ordered seeds for 4 more heirloom varieties out of a 

catalog of organic seeds and plants. The seeds arrived last 

week and, lo and behold, they have the same bleached and 

fuzzy looking appearance as the ones I had processed. 
Who says you can’t believe what you read? 

A short while back | was wandering about the county 
looking for work. Paid work thatis, There’s all manner of work 
to be had done in this sorry old world, but | already do a lot free 
work. Once ina while | have to consider earning some money. 

Some of the free work | do is in raising herbs and heirloom plants and | had come 
up with the ingenious idea that maybe this free work could be tumed into paid work. 
And so for over three years | have been working even harder, for free, trying to figure 
out how to make things grow, so | could sell them and get paid. 

Well, | got the idea to go find the Brandenburg’s nursery, which | had been 
wanting to take a look at for quite some time anyway, and apply for a job there. On 
a beautiful fall day, all sunny and colorful, with a drive through the country between 


me and the nursery, this whole line of logic came together perfectly. 


Finding the Brandenburg’s nursery was easy. It was right there on Brandenburg 
Road. The big signs and the pots and flats and tables of assorted plants were big 
clues Finding the Brandenburgs tooka wee bit longer. | wandered about the grounds, 
looking at the goods as much as looking for the proprietors. 

When Mr. Brandenburg came out of a barn to greet me, introduced myself and 
asked him about a job. He said they didn't need my help, the two of them handled 
it pretty much by themselves. 

Well, this was a wonderful thing to hear. A pretty good sized place it is, and well 
attended at that. | figure if the two of them can handle most of it themselves then | 
should be able to build up a little business with my heirloom plants and be able to 
keep up with it. Of course, there are TWO of them, and only one of me. An operation 
even half that size would be good. 

You see? | do the math and the logic is still sound. 

Mr. Brandenburg told me about how he bought the place back in the early 40’s 
(| wasn’t even born yet). He worked in the mill twenty or so years and then they 
started the business. Then he worked in both the mill and the nursery for a good 
_ Many more years. . 

At this time | was talking to Mr. Brandenburg by himself. He used the word “we” 


quite a bit and | assumed there was a Mrs. Brandenburg | close by, in every sense | 


of the word. Sure enough she appeared shortly and joined i in the conversation. 


It was all very encouraging. She mentioned that yes they had been building it for ot 
Many years and it kept them busy. They were in the off season, she mentioned, ti 
were spending the day cleaning up the grounds and the sheds. She was going to” 


have to send Mr. Brandenburg on a trip to the dump. 


In her hands was a stack of nursery flats and seedling pots, tied together with 


packing cord. 
“You mean you're going to throw that away?” | said. 
“Yes, its not much good,” she said. 
“| don't suppose you would let me take it?” | said, | have seeds to plant.” 
_ “They' re not much good, but if you have use for them then you're welcome to 
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Coyote’s Handy Dandy Method 
of Seed Sprouting 


INSTRUCTIONS: put 1/2 to 1 cup store bought (read STERILE) potting soil into 
a zip-loc sandwich bag, add 1/44 to 12 cup of vermiculite and/or peat moss add 
12 teaspoon or less of seed and mix well. Add enough water to moisten the 
sprouting medium, then seal the bag and put it a windowsill on the east or west 
side of the house: Open it every few days to let in some fresh air and check for 
sprouts. Some plants sprout in a few days, others may take weeks or even 
months - 

Once the sprouts appear, fish them out, carefully with the tip of a serrated 
knife and put them in small pots filled with a growing medium. This can be done 
when the sprout is just out of the seed and still looks like a grub or an inchworm, 
or it can be done when the leaf end starts turning green. Just try to get it done 
before the root gets long and thready and starts branching out. 

When the plant roots fill the small pot, then set them into large, “permanent” 





pots or out into the garden. 

This method has many, many advantages. By using sterile potting soil, you 
know exactly what those sprouts are. So if you're trying out some new kind of 
plant that you're not familiar with (like my stevia plants this year) you won't be 
tricked by volunteers of some other species that were hiding in the soil. Store 
bought potting soil is expensive though, and sprouting in baggies is much 
cheaper than planting the seeds in pots. That one little bag full of dirt can sprout 
hundreds of seeds in successive batches. 

Ittakes up alotless room. You won’thave all those pots sitting around taking 


- up space even before the seeds have sprouted. You don’t have to take up space 


with a pot until you actually have a plant. 

Itis also frugal with your seed supply. Even sprouting in flats wastes some 
of the plants, and planting directly into pots or the garden requires thinning. This 
year’s stevia seed was $2.50 for 10 seeds and some of the heirloom tomato 
seeds were $2.75 for 35 seeds. Other kinds of seed’are equally expensive or are 
rare, and no one is in the mood for thinning and discarding perfectly good 
seedlings. By sprouting in a baggie, each sprout can go into a pot and be allowed 
to grow. 

Lastly, for common vegetable seeds that are cheap and could easily be 
seeded directly into the ground later in the spring, sprouting indoors can help the 
plant survive the seedling stage. There are a number of perils that can befall tiny 
seedlings, and sprouting them out inside and setting them out when they are 
larger can help with the survival rate. Its an option that may or may not be worth 
the effort. 

So far Coyote has successfully used this method on tomatoes, basil, chives, 


~ cucumbers, peas, beans, strawberries, stevia, sunflowers, dandelions, chicory, — 


Stjohns wort, echinacca, pennyroyal, tobacco, morning glories, and hollyhocks. 


_ Some of the plants ithas NOT worked well for are sage, borage, tansy spearmint, 
~ catnip and yarrow. 

Another trick Coyote has tried is to sterilize good, loamy garden soil by. 
~ microwaving it. It seemed to work on bacteria and pests, but some unwelcome 


seeds still survived. The resulting medium seemed to be unwholesome and the 
seeds sprouted poorly, in it. A little tinkering may yield better results, but so far 
the store bought potting soil has worked best for sprouting. If you allow that your 
time is worth at least minimum wage, then the store bought kind is‘ cheaper 
anyway. 

The baggies need to be put in a windowsill that will have moderate 
temperatures for the seeds, Many seeds only sprout at temperatures ranging

Purple cone flowers are a perfect starting point for budding herbalists 
(forgive the pun). They are highly useful as medicine, with along, long history 
of use. They are easy to grow, easy to use and have no known toxicity. The 
seeds included with this paper are E. purpuren because in purpurea the leaves 
contain the medicinal substances as well as the roots. This means that, unlike 
the more potent E. angustifolia, you can harvest a little medicine without 
having to kill the plant. 

To sprout the seeds try either of two methods. 

To start them before frost or during the scorching hot part of the summer, 
mix them with a small amount of potting soil in a zip lock baggie. In a few days 
you will see the sprouts. Turn the contents of the baggie out onto a plate and 
carefully pick out the sprouts with the flat tip of a knife and deposit them into 
the soil filled cells of a seeding box. Protect them from extremes of weather. 
When they have grown to 4 or 6 leaves and the weather is milder, put them 
out.
